Plans 
are being 
rapidly com­ 
pleted in this county by conser­ 
vation organizations, farmers and 
youth groups to care for 
iour- 
week-old 
pheasant chicks to be 
furnished by the Ohio Division of 
Conservation 
and 
Natural 
Re­ 
sources. 
The Division of Conservation pro­ 
vides the birds for the cooperating 
agencies. Sportsmen’s organizations 
usually take care of the cost of the 
materials for building the rearing 
pens, and feed, and often believe 
it a good will gesture to reimburse 
the farm youth for raising the 
pheasants over and above the feed 
cast. Many of the pens are being 
constructed 
by 
vocation agricul­ 
tural departments in county schools. 
The young pheasants are cared 
for by farm youths, 4-H club mem­ 
bers, 
vocational 
agricultural stu­ 
dents and other interested persons 
until they are about IO weeks of 
age. At this age they are banded 
and liberated under the supervision 
of Conservation division field men. 
They are liberated on territory- de­ 
cided on by the cooperating farm­ 
ers 
and 
sportsmen 
organizations 
after a careful survey of food and 
cover conditions.
